Till then they have only dealt in their 
way of trade, which is an honeft and 
an ufeful fort of trade: it is impof- 
fible for them to read every thing they 
print or publifh, and they may very 
probably never have read a word of 
the pamphlet or paper in queftion, con- 
fequently until they have had proper. 
notice neither their printing nor pub~ 


lifhing can be faid to be malicious: 


much lefs feditious, nor can they be 
charged with having. knowingly pub- 
lifhed or printed a feditious libel, un- 
lefs there be fedition in the very-title, 
which is the only part they can with 
any certainty be fuppofed to have 
read. Therefore the only juft method 
that can in this cafe be taken, is for 
the proper magiftrate to fend for the 
publifher, in order to know from 
whom he had the impreffion, and the 
more privately this is done, the more 
certainly we thall come at the author, 
or at leaft at the perfon who conveyed 
the original copy to the prefs: As to 


him he muit either difcover the au- . 
thor, or he muft be charged with be- 


ing the author, and profecuted as fuch ; 
but as to all the intermediate per- 
fons, if there were any, they dealt in- 
nocently in their way of trade, and

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cannot with juftice be expofed to any 
further trouble, if they honeftly deli- 
ver up all the copies they have, or can 
come at. 

This, I think, is the only juft me- 
thod that can be taken, in the cafe of 
a feditious libel’s being publifhed, in 
the ufual way of publifhing new 
books, at the open fhop of a known 
bookfeller or publifher; and, in my 
Opinion, it: would be the moft effec- 
tual way of coming at the author ; 
but in fuch a ‘cafe, to iflue a general 
warrant, is not only illegal but ridi- 
culous, and to make that warrant an 
authority for feizing papers as well as 
perfons is moft oppreffive. Even the 
atithor of ‘the Confiderations admits, 
that though it be certain, that a crime 
has been committed, yet he by no 
means approves of general warrants 
where fpecial can be of effect *, 
whereas: in this café it is not certain 
that any ‘crime has been ‘committed, 
and it is certain'a fpecial warrant may 
be of ‘ufe, becaufe the fuppofed crimi- 
nal is ‘well known, nay, would attend

We mult {uppofe, that he 
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perufed it, in order to judge, whether 
the fale of it would anfwer the ex- 
pence of printing and publithing, and 
confequently we muft conclude, that 
he printed and publifhed a (editious 
libel knowing it to be a feditious 
libel: But if it be not apparently and 
upon the face of it feditions, we are 
to confider, that a plain honeft tradef. 
man might upon perufal have thought 
that to be an innocent harmlefs book 
or paper, which by an artful attorney 
general's interpretation or innaendo 
may afterwards be thewn to be {edi- 
tious; therefore with refpec&t to an 
copies he printed and fold, before he 
had — by proper authority of it's 
being Ieditious, we are net to concludé 
that he printed and publifhed a fedi« 
tious libel knowing it to be a fedi- 
tious libel; for no manis to be prefia- 
med guilty, if there be any probability 
of his being innocent. Then again, if 
the printer or bookfeller printed and 
publifhed a book, pamphlet, or paper, 
upon the faith and at the defire of the 
author or editor, there is not only a 
pofibility, but the higheft probability 
that he printed and publifhed it with- 
out having ever fo much as once pe- 
rufed it; confequently with refpecé to 
any copies he printed and fold before 
he had notice by proper authority of 
it’s being feditious, we cannot con- 
clude, that he printed and publithed 
a feditious libel knowing it to be a 
feditious libel, no not even though 
it be apparently and upon the face of 
it feditious, and much more if it can 
only be fhewn to be fo by intérpreta- 
tion and innuendo; and therefore if 
the printer or bookfeller be in this 
cafe ready to declare the nameé of, and 
to enter into a recognizance for ap- 
pearing againit the author or editor 
when apprehended, he ouglit not to 
be imprifoned or detained in cuftody 
a moment after he has entered into 
fuch recognizance, even though the 
author or editor fhould in the mean- 
time make his efcape; for there is 
this difference between a tale bearer 
and a printer or bookfeller, that the 
former cannot repeat a flanderous, 
or in the modern phrafe, feditious 
fale, without, knowing it to be fo, 
whereas the latter may print and pub- 
lith a feditious book without knowing 
it to be fo; and that of a tale bearer 
was never yet fet up or allowed as a 
trade 
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trade in any country, but that ofa 
printer, or bookfebler is a trade not 
only allowed, but fuch a one as ought 
to. be encouraged in every country, 
becaufe it is for the benefit of man- 
kind in general as well as of every 
particular fociety. 

I have been the more particular up- 
on this fubject, in order to combat that 
flavifh and tyrannical doctrine that a 
printer or bookfeller who prints or 
fells a feditious libel, though he knows 
aotbing of tbe contents, yet he is pu- 
nifhable ;, a doctrine firft broached by 
fome knave, of a lawyer, and fince in- 
duftrioufly. propagated by the tools of 
bad minifters; and the .reafon they 
give fer it is {till more ridiculous, if 


poffible, than the doctrine itfelf: Be- 


caufe, fay they, the publick peace. is 
more to be regarded than a private 
intereft; Is the publick peace more 
to be regarded than the public in- 
tereft. and publick liberty! This is 
the very reafon afiigned by, every ty- 
rant for difarming the people, and for 
a like. reafon all buying,, and felling 
may, be. prohibited, - left, the people 
fhould buy and fell ftolen. goods, or all 
free converiation, lef they.fhould fiir 
up one another to infurrection or re- 
bellion ; for it, fhould. be ,made,ne- 


ceflary for every printer, and boeklel- 
ler to read and confider every. book 


and paper and. eften to have.the ad- 
vice of countel learjed in the law up- 
on, it, before he could: venture to print 
or, publith, it,. which, would be.the con- 
* fequenceefithis doétrine, no man would 
ever be bred to the butine(s, ‘becaufe no 
man could live by the trade, Therefore, 
‘Thopevall juries willfor the future adopt 
the rules.I have endeavoured to efta- 
bli, and always bring in, their ver- 
dict not guilty, , unlefs at, evidently ap- 
pears to them, that the prifoner print- 
ed or, publifhed the book, . pamphlet, 
or paper in. queftion, Amowing it to 
be a icandalous or feditious libel. I 
fay all juries, becaufe I think the jury 
and they,alone, are judges of theknow- 
ledge as well as of the fact of print- 
ing or publifhing; for I do not know 
of its having been ever as yet contend- 
ed, that in a tryal for buying ftolen 
goods knowing them tobe ftclen, the 
jury were to find as to the fact of buy- 
ing only, .and leave it to the court to 
determine, whether the buyer knew 
that they were flolen ; and unlefs the

Thus, I think, it muft_ now 
that, if the reafon for the Houfe of

The ‘noise .was. fo 
alarming, thet the mother, with un- 
common refolution, got out of bed, 
and prefled hard againit the door ; ex- 
pecting every. moment it would be 
burft open. The chamber _ window 
opened into a garden, and as. the 
neighbours could not thence be.alarm- 
ed, the young lady was about.to take 
a dangerous leap. The key itil] tarn- 
ing in the door, and the buftle their 
confufion occafioned, awakened a-fif- 
ter who lay in.an adjoining chamber, 
and myfelf, who lay in an -upper 
room. Hearing the noife of the key, 
and fufpecting a robber, I deliberated 
a minute or two whether J fhould alarm 
the neighbours, or depend on my own 
ftrength, to attack bim. I groped 
round the chamber, and finding a ftick, 
{talked foftly dawn ftairs.to meet the 
fuppofed enemy. The noife as I ap- 
proached became more loud and dif- 
tincuihable, but when I made an af- 
fault againft the door (it .was too 
dark to difcern any object) the mo- 
tion of the key ceafed intirely. Suf- 
pecting ftill that fome villain had broke 
into the houfe, and, not having time 
to fueceed, had concealed himielf, I 
lifted up the fafh and alarmed the 
neighbours. by crying fire! fire!. The 
houfe was filled in a few minutes; and 
an accurate fearch made to no pur- 
pofe ; every thing was in order: This 
ftory was told to feveral ladies and 
gentlemen occafionally, aad was deem- 
ed by all furprizing and unaceount- 
able. 

Some months after this, the lover 
returned from the Indies, and one 
evening among other things this ftory 
was told him.

refion ; which, after a paufe of a 
Few minutes, and twirling his thumbs, 
as is ufual for him to do when at 
work, he gave me a true anfwer. I 
then told him if he would proceed to 
50, I would give him fixpence, and 
if he went on to 100, I would give 
him a fhilling; he then continued his 
work to so, and defired to be excuf- 
ed the remainder till morning, when 
he took up the queftion where he left 
off, and gave me atrue an{wer. 

I next afked him, if an hundred 
ftones were laid in a right line a yard 
afunder, and the firft ftone a yard 
from a bafket, how far a man muft run 
to fetch them into the bafket. He 
quickly went up tothe 3oth ftone, and 
would have done the remainder, if I 
had promifed him more reward. . 

He keeps a very good account, by
